If the G erm ans believe there is 
a chance th a t the United States 
may Intervene, they also m ust be 
laying 
plans 
to 
counter 
allied 
strategy. T h at brings us bang up 
against the all-im portant question 
of wh it scheme of operation* the 
Nazis anticipate. 
Now it isn't my business to guess 
whether the U nited S tates may take 
a hand in the war, and I don’t 
propose to do so. 
However, they 
c an ’t hang us for having a quick 
look a t this hypothetical alliance 
which the Nazis have created. 
What’s The Strategy? 
So w hat line of strategy m ight 
the Allies be expected to pursue in 
an effort to defeat H err Hitler? 
At this m oment he is m aster of 
the m ost powerful land and air 
lighting m achines the world hos 
known. He occupies or controls the 
( ntire continent of Europe right up 
to th e Russian border. The Nazis 
haven’t left free a piece of land big 
enough for a Swiss m ountaineer to 
hook onto with an alpenstock, to 
say nothing of landing an Allied 
arm y on it. 
W hat’s the answ er to th a t one? 
How would the Allies get a t Hitler? 
Although this is a fast moving 
war, as I see it, th e hypothetical 
alliance would pin its faith to two 
fundam entals. 
T he first would be absolute con­ 
trol of the sea. T h at would be en ­ 
sured by joining the United States 
iiavy to the British, which already 
Is m aintaining a stiff blockade on 
Flu rope. 
Air Control Essential 
Tile second would be supremacy 
in the air—not merely superiority, 
but control. In this connection it is 
interesting to note President Ftoose 
velt’s dem and for a big increase in 
heavy bomber production, and his 
declaration th a t "com m and of the 
air by the democracies m ust and 
can be achieved.” 
T he long and the short of this is 
th a t the A'lies would intensify the 
B ritish effort to strangle G erm any 
by cutting her off from essential 
supplies, meanwhile subjecting her 
industries and m ilitary centers to p 
m erciless bom bardm ent from 
the 
air. 
If and when th e reich de­ 
fenses were sufficiently weakened. 
Allied arm ies would be throw n onto 
the continent for invasion.

: doubtedly the mental attitude and 
I the consciousness of the possibility 
j of the existence of eyestrain, as 
well as the effort made to over­ 
come the handicap have more to 


Muscle strain is another .subject 
which is. not worked out entirely 
logically in the public mind 
The 
fatigue of muscles from imbalance 
certainly feels as if it were in the 
orbit, but a number of 
observa­ 
tions are apparently irreconcilable 
with the 
idea 
of 
the muscular 
origin of discomfort from imbal­ 
ance. If a person maintains an up­ 
ward gaze for any length of time, 
he 
feels 
a discomfort about 
the 
eyes that may culminate in head­ 
ache. But a patient with a paraly­ 
sis of certain muscles of the eye, 
so that he cannot look up. may get 
headaches from 
the 
effort to use 
his paralyzed muscles. 
Again, the 
condition known as “nystagmus”, 
in which the 
eyeballs 
are 
con­ 
stantly moving backward and for­ 
ward. or up, or down, 
is

tained for days without develop­ 
ing any discomfort, or headache.

school situation, m ade the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
“The recent financial difficulties 
of the Salem schools date back to 
the adoption of the 10-mill lim ita­ 
tion of tax on real estate. Along 
w ith this cam e a 23 Vi per cent re­ 
duction in the value of real estate 
which caused a sta te -wide collapse 
of the financing of public schools. 
“Since th at tim e the tax return 
has been inadequate for the m ain­ 
tenance of schools on the plane to 
which Salem has been accustomed. 
To remedy the situation a school 
foundation program law was en­ 
acted whereby the public schools 
were to receive .support from part 
of the proceeds of the sales tax. 
W hen 
the state foundation pro­ 
gram law went into effect, Salem 
fared no better because the per- 
pupil valuation of real estate in 
the Salem city school district is 
above the average for the state. In 
such cases a flat distribution of 
so m uch per pupil is m ade on the 
basis of average daily attendance. 
School districts whose valuation is 
below the state average are given 
additional money to bring them up 
to the average. 
“D uring the past several y°ars, 
boards of education have been asked 
to shou’der greater burdens of ex­ 
pense w ithout being given addi­ 
tional money with which to m eet 
them 
Among these item s is the 
fu rn ish in g 'of free textbooks, which 
am ounts to several thousand dol­ 
lars per year. 
Not G etting Too Much 
“T he salary schedules for teach­ 
ers in the Salem schools are mod­ 
est. No one who knows the facts 
would 
think Salem 
teachers 
are 
getting too much money. Likewise, 
the educational m aterials and sup- 
p'les 
furnished 
to 
children 
are 
m oderato. 
“In an attem pt to provide a good 
school program the board of edu­ 
cation has incurred a financial de­ 
ficit 
which 
m ust 
be 
liquidated. 
Since nearly tw o-thirds of a school’s 
operating expenses is used for teach­ 
ers’ salaries, the board has no a l­ 
ternative 
but to reduce 
salaries. 
Consequently teachers’ contracts for 
next year will be w ritten a t 90 per 
cent of the regu'ar schedule. 
“All public school teachers are 
now required to spend four years 
in college in order to be eligible for 
a 
teaching certificate. 
M any of 
those now in service are under the 
necessity of going to sum m er school 
to bring their training up to present 
day requirem ents. All this am ounts 
to a large investm ent in order to 
qua’ity for teaching service. 
"The board m ust operate on a 
pay-as-you-go policy. 
In order to 
meet the current expense of ru n ­ 
ning the schools the Salem board of
